Economists Hear Standards Discussed: The 
of the annual convention of the American 
Hlome Economics Association, held the end of June ith 
Kansas City, Mo. featured a discussion on how to buy 
rayons and acetates. The viewpoint of the drycleaning 
industry was presented by Albert E. Johnson, director 
of trade relations of the NID, as part of a panel on 
standards for consumer buying 

Mr. Johnson pointed out that the cleaner is fre 
quently held responsible for service shortcomings which 
are not related to the cleaning process. These include 
most of the specifications covered in the new American 
Standards Association standards for rayon and acetate 
fabrics, such as fume fading, perspiration damage and 
sunfading. Sunfading alone, he told the home econo- 
mists, accounts for 10 percent of all color-change prob- 
lems handled by the NID analysis laboratory. In such 
situations, he said, standard definitions and specifica- 
tions are valuable tools for determining the facts upon 
which responsibility can be fixed. 

Mr. Johnson summed up his remarks with a predic- 
tion that the standards now available to guide manufac- 
turers should lead to more dependable end use per- 
formance of textiles 

Other members of the panel represented the AIL, 
textile manufacturers, store buyers, industrial research 
organizations, home economics and textile departments 
of colleges, and the consumer. The panel was preceded 
by a general view of the new fabrics by Dr. ]. B. Quig 
manager of textile research for Du Pont. 

Resolutions presented at the meeting called for an 
extension of the standards for rayon and acetate into 
other fiber categories, and asked for greater educational 
effort by both the 
application of standards.

Why and How 


This article begins a series on shirt laundering for dry- 
cleaners with the “Why.” Subsequent installments will 
discuss the “How”—covering such topics as equipment lay- 
out, washing procedures, finishing techniques, marking and 
assembly, packaging and merchandising.—Eprror 











The cleaner can realize further savings in the way 
he handles sport shirts. Last year, two out of every three 
shirts manutactured were sport shirts. Of this number, 
one-half the sport shirts were made of cotton. This 
means that instead of drycleaning or wetcleaning sport 
shirts, as he has been doing, the cleaner can turn them 
over to his shirt laundering department. There they can 
be done faster, at less expense, and will help reach peak 
production on the new equipment early in the game. 

Shirt service is profitable in yet another respect. It 
gives the cleaner another selling point in his advertising 
and also helps spread the advertising cost. That is, the 
cleaner gets two shots at the customer—with one he asks 
for his drycleaning, with the other his shirts. Then a 
percentage of additional revenue brought in by shirts 
can be pocketed as more profit, or used to increase the 
advertising budget. 


5. Shirts help drycleaning. What is more surprising, dry 
cleaners find that shirt service actually bolsters the dry 
cleaning volume. People are more inclined to bring 
drvclean items along with the weekly shirt bundle. The 
advantage to the cleaner is evident—a steady vear- 
round volume of shirts and a corresponding trend to 
leveling and expanding drycleaning volume 


A Word of Caution 


Lest we paint too bright a picture, this is not to ad- 
vise a hasty entry into the shirt laundering and finishing 
business. It is not a cure-all that can be applied in every 
There are numerous and sundry considerations 
which must first be made 


case 


First off, do you have enough space? There’s no 
point considering this service if you haven't room for it 
\ great many plants simply do not have enough room 
for any expansion program. 

As a minimum, the smallest shirt laundry and finish- 
ing department will require about 175 square feet of 
floor space.

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Shirt Tale 


Ever stop to think how the laundry business got 
to be a multimillion-dollar industry? Well, it owes 
it all to dirty shirts. 

It all started back in those exciting days when 
the Forty-niners invaded California looking for 
gold. The prospectors had difficulty getting their 
shirts laundered. For one thing, there wasn't a 
woman within 500 miles. Some of the early settlers 
had been sending their work by ship all the way 
to the Hawaiian Islands and waiting six months 
for delivery. 

It took a disappointed miner to recognize the 
golden opportunity. As legend has it, this miner 
scrounged a donkey engine from a wrecked ship 
and hooked it up to a crude washing machine. 
Since he could offer quicker service than his Ha- 
waiian competitors, he was in business. And that’s 
how the laundry industry was born in the conti- 
nental United States. By 1851, the Contra Costa 
Laundry was operating in Oakland, California. 

Shirts and collars, in fact, were the mainstay 
of the laundry industry up until the time of World 
War I. Then came large-scale expansion, the be- 
ginning of wet wash, laundry services priced by 
the pound, and the whole family bundle coming 
into the plant for finishing. 

Today, the annual volume of business for the 
laundries in the United States amounts to well 
over $800 million, and the industry employs nearly 
300,000 persons.

One gentleman's wife handled the questionnaire for 
him. In reply to question No, 4 she wrote 

No. Because they're shiny and give the appearance 
of well-worn shirts. As far as the laundry is concerned 
they're all right, but | definitely think all sport shirts 
should be done by hand. | wouldn't want my husband 
to the shirts as they are now for ‘good. Mavbe 
they'd come back to looking good after they're done 
over by hand, but [| have my doubts 

Six of these 66 “unsatisfactory” shirts were hand 
laundered. All the rest were washed and finished with 
power-laundry equipment. 

Two-thirds of all the shirts manufactured today are 
sport shirts. Thus, many of these plants appear to have 
ruled out two-thirds of the potential shirt market from 
their sales plans 

This appears to be a wide-open opportunity for 
drvcleaners to move into the shirt laundering field. Any 
firm can be sure of good volume by putting out a 
satisfactory sport shirt at 5 to 8S cents above the dress 
shirt prices. This is in contrast to prices for drycleaning 
sport shirts, which are generally too high to keep the

It might not be a bad idea, in slack periods, 
for the drycleaner or his wife to take the silk 
finisher or finishers to a local department store or 
womens apparel shop to look over and discuss 
some of the garments, with an eye especially to 
the stvle features that require special finishing 
care 











has been in the fashion picture for several years. These 
pleats are usually stitched an inch or two down from 
the waistline, then allowed to fall in soft uncreased folds 
to the hem. The finisher should be able to recognize 
an unpressed pleat (the first time the garment is cleaned, 
anyway) by the absence of marks the 
stite hed top But here, too. telling the cleaner or writ- 
ing notes does as little good as in the case of creased 
sleeves. The pleats may be pressed with pertect skill 
but they aren't supposed to be pressed, and the cus- 
tomer knows it if the finisher doesnt. 

The soft fold, stitched in only at a appears 
also in Hoating draperies and panels of many types that 
are currently in fashion for cocktail and formal gowns. 
It is astonishing how often these panels and sashes and 
drapes come back from the cleaner pressed down flat 
instead of softly folded, so that the style feature that 
rigid and _ thor- 
oughly graceless appendage. Sometimes a how that is 
supposed to stand up ata shoulder o1 jut out ata hip 
is actually turned down or in and pressed flat, so that it 
droops down over the bosom or hangs from the waist- 
line like a paper flag in a dead calm 

Many now appearing with a fold of 
material standing up around a wide low neckline 
These, too, are likely to get the flattening-down treat- 
ment. Maybe we ought to go back to the TV neckline! 

Then there's the shirring—plain, in tiers, and in odd 
shapes—that should be soft, not flattened. There are 
the rows of rickrack or other braid or of narrow tucks 
that should be pressed in one direction, not one way 
most of the time but the other way here and there. 

Naturally, stvle-conscious finishing calls for a good 
deal of hand touch-up, otten complete hand finishing. 
Except in the lowest price market, almost any woman 
who cares about her appearance would willingly pay 
an extra charge for the assurance that her best clothes 
will keep the style for which she bought them. Espe 
cially if salespeople are trained to point out that this 
preservation of style is exactly what the extra charge 
is buying 

Maybe somebody could work out an “aptitude” test 
to show if prospective finishers have any sense of style 
and, even more important, any respect for the cus- 
tomer’s treasured wardrobe. At least, as a rough indica- 
tion, the finishers might be subjected to the same 
scrutiny for neatness of appearance as are counter girls 
before they are hired. 

Then, too, there are all those you-know-what’s com- 
ing along. Why should a customer send to the cleaner 
a dress made of a washable fabric. miracle or not. if 
the finishing is going to ruin the style? She'd do better 
to wash it herself and press it herself. She has neither 
professional skill nor professional equipment, but she 
knows—and cares—how the dress ought to look. 

Details will change but there will always be (at least 
under free enterprise!) some fashion features, sometimes 
weird and that will make the 
difference between just wearing a garment for decency’s 
sake and dressing in stvle. The woman who cares about 
stvle is the dry leaner’s best customer: she deserves and 
will repay his cooperation. # #

However, there are certain points upon which most 
courts agree 

The courts frown upon agreements which restrict 
free competition and the right of individuals to engage 
freely in the line of business they have chosen. But the 
courts also agree that the public interest is not injured 
by permitting an employer to protect himself against 
in employee using his position to get acquainted with 
the employer's patrons, then weaning them over to a 
competing establishment with which he may identify 
himself as owner, part owner or employee. If restraint 
placed upon the employee is reasonably limited as to 
time, to enable the employer to substitute a new em 
ployee to hold the patrons’ goodwill, and reasonable 
as to territory, so as not to unreasonably hamstring 
quitting or fired employees, the contract will usually 
be upheld

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In at least one state, Alabama, there is a statute 
which permits an employer to exact from an employee 
an agreement not to engage in the same line of business

As to how long a time the restriction may cover, the 
rule differs so much in different states that a local at 
torney should be consulted on that point. Perhaps five 
years may be safely specified in many, if not most, 
states. In a few states, the time probably could be as 
long as the employer remains in business 

As to territory, the contract should never specily 

an area greater than that served by the employer. And 
in the case of a routeman, the area should not be greater 
than that served by him—unless local 
determines that under local statutes 
greater area may safely be specified

Evidentally, in this case the water company sought 
to charge the cleaning company more than was charged 
other consumers similarly situated.

Gas and air together pass through a tube leading 
to the burner ports, mixing in the process. The mixture 
burns (with a blue, nonluminous flame) at the ports, 
or openings in the burner head. Secondary air is drawn 
into the flame from the surrounding atmosphere 

Larger counterparts of this general burner type, 
having ring or sectional burner heads with many ports, 
are used to fire small boilers and industrial equipment. 

\ single-port atmospheric burner is shown in Fig. 1. 
\ needle valve controls gas flow through the spud*; air 
is drawn in around the shutter at the end. The resulting 
mixture passes through the tube and burns at its end 
Single-port burners may be grouped, several banks high 
and wide, to serve larger furnaces 

Although physically simple, such a burner must be 
proportioned with considerable skill to conserve the 
relatively small amount of energy in the low-pressure 
gas stream. It is this energy which entrains the primary 
air.* How well this is done depends on primary-air 
ratio of mixer throat* to 
yurner port area and, in boilers especially, furnace 
draft. 

Premix* Percentage: With burner-port size and 
shape fixed, the nature of burning depends largely on 
the amount of primary air, or premix. With premix low, 
the flame is long and pale blue. It may have a yellow 
tip, indicating, as we have seen, some cracking and the 
presence of free carbon. Increasing primary air shortens 
the flame as burning becomes more rapid, and a green- 
ish inner cone appears When the speed of burning, or 
flame propagation, exceeds that of the gas issuing from 
the port, flame flashes back into the mixing tube 

Operation is generally satisfactory with 30 to 70 
percent premix; In some special designs 100 percent 
primary air is used. This premix range gives a turn-

Refractory* Burners: For boiler firing, a somewhat 
different type of burner finds wide use. It depends on 
natural or fan draft to draw in all air required for 
combustion; hence draft conditions are most important. 
The design of Fig. 3 employs multiple gas jets, which 
discharge into the air stream in such a way that violent 
agitation results in a short mixing tube or tunnel of 
retractory. 

In the burner of Fig. 4, turbulence vanes impart a 
swirling motion to the air entering the tunnel. Each of 
the small jets of gas issuing from the multiple-jet orifice 
entrains with the air and impinges it outward against 
the tunnel walls. This action gives turbulent, thorough 
mixing. 

In the burner shown completely assembled (Fig. 5) 
vertical manifolds* connect horizontal tubes. which 
contain individual gas orifices for the 15 tunnel blocks 
forming the complete burner (3 high, 5 wide ). Louvers 
in front of the burner assembly control air admission. 
Each orifice discharges into a refractory mixing tube 
or tunnel. 

In burners of this type the refractory tunnel aids in 
heating the mixture for ignition and protects metal 
burner parts from high temperature. The flame can be 
made relatively luminous, for high radiant-heat transfer 

Thus far we have talked of designs in which fuel 
and air mix in or at the individual burner. Higher 
burner head pressure to overcome variable furnace 
draft, high overload capacity, uniform air-gas mix at 
all loads, and single-valve control may be had in a 
system in which mixture is made at one point and 
supplied to several burners. Such a system is shown in 
Fig. 6. This is the low-pressure type; gas is at atmos- 
pheric pressure while air is at 1 to 2 psi 

Inspirator Governor: The heart of the system is the 
inspirator governor (left, Fig. 6). Air passes through 
the venturi tube at high velocity to create a low-pres 
sure region at the end of the straight run where gas 
ports are located. This pulls atmospheric-pressure gas 
through the ports into the throat and produces mixing. 
As the mixture expands through the inspirator body 
its velocity is converted to pressure.

shown in Fig. 1. When two balls are pressed against 
each other, as in Fig. 2, the contact surface is perfectly 
flat. Obviously, when either of these balls, Fig. 1 or 2, is 
“rolled,” there is bound to be some friction. 

This is best illustrated by taking two pieces of flat 
rubber (Fig. 3), pressing them together with a ball be- 
tween, and rolling the top one on the other, as indi- 
cated. Whether the ball is of steel or rubber, the fric- 
tional resistance will be found to be considerable. With 
a rubber ball the friction will, of course, be greater. 

But it is now evident that, in a way, lubricating oil 
performs the same function in a ball or roller bearing as 
in a plain bearing, although not to so great an extent. 
You can see, too, why it is so important to use strong 
and hard steel in anti-friction bearings.

In two simple and quick operations you can deter- 
mine the weight of any steel plate by using this chart. 
It is merely necessary to know the three dimensions of 
the plate—length, width and thickness. 

For example, what is the weight of a steel plate % 
inch thick, 30 feet long and 12 inches wide? 

Run a straight line through the thickness, column 
A, and the length, column E, and locate the intersection 
with column B. From that point of intersection run 
over to the width, column D, and the intersection with 
column C gives the answer. 

In this example we connect the 0.25”, column A, 
with the 360 in column E because there are 360 inches 
in 30 feet. Then from the point of intersection with col- 
umn B we run over to the 12 in column FE; the inter- 
section with column C tells us that the weight is a 
trifle over 300 pounds. 

The range of the chart is great enough to take care 
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of nearly any steel plate. Thicknesses vary from .01 to 
1 inch, lengths from 10 inches to 1,000 inches, and 
widths from 1 inch to 100 inches. As a result the weights 
included run all the way from .08 pound to 25,000 
pounds

Both public relations and employee relations get a 
lot of attention from Joseph H. Needleman, owner of 
Norway (Pennsylvania) Service Cleaners.

According to Mr. Needleman, a cleaner must do 
everything possible in the way of public relations to 
maintain goodwill between himself and his customers 
At the same time, it is equally important to maintain 
the best possible relations with his own staff, if he is 
to have good employees to back up his sales story 


Good Public Relations Pay 


Mr. Needleman believes in being a “joiner.” Mem- 
bership in civic and social organizations in his area, he 
feels, plants his name and that of his company in the 
minds of his customers and prospects more often than 
newspaper or direct-mail advertising. 

Norway Service Cleaners also sponsors five baseball 
teams, including minor, semi-pro and _ little league 
teams 

As an example of what his public-relations program 
has meant to his community, Mr. Needleman has sev 
eral testimonials in his office. One trophy identifies him 
as the “Sportsman of the Year,” another was given him 
for his philanthropic activities. 

He also has several plaques which have been 
awarded to him by his own employees for being a good 
boss 


Surprise Gifts Good for Morale 


“We like to give out small gifts, prizes and surprises 
to our employees,” says Mr. Needleman. “This seems 
to boost up the morale of our entire plant. From time 
to time we will award inscribed cigarette lighters to 
various male employees and carving sets to the women 
There is no set time or period for these gifts. Whenever 
we feel the \ should be given out or when we sense 
that a perking up is necessary in our plant, we will 
hand out one, two or even several.” 

Nor does Mr. Needleman forget the importance to 
worker morale of the little woman at home.

ployees. These letters, telling the recipient that the 
plant appreciates the work of the employee, are usually 
accompanied by a small gift. This can range from a 
carving set to two theater tickets. This practice tends 
to make all members of the family, not only the em- 
ployee, feel as if they are members of the organization 

Manager J. Don Plotner backs up Mr. Needleman in 
his public and personnel relations policies. As a rule 
he gets around the plant and checks on employees’ cur- 
rent situations. If, for example, he finds that an em- 
ployee is worried by a financial problem or needs time 
to do some additional work at home, he reports the 
problem to Mr. Needleman, who may take appropriate 
steps. Such steps may be a loan, to be paid off in the 
future from salary, or possibly time off with pay. 

Mr. Needleman’s belief in making all personnel feel 
like members of the organization, rather than just em- 
ployees, has been a successful policy. His turnover has 
been less than one percent in any year. In fact, some of 
his employees have been with him since he started the
